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1, OM. A, Borodin, a former industrislist in Harbin, has received orders through the 
Shanghsi Soviet Consulate to be prepared to depart for Manchuria around the end 
of May or early dune 1948, He will proceed to Moscow via Viadivostok for a 
short visit in order to receive inttructions, He will be employed in the 
Bast Manchuria HKailway Administration and will wear a special uniform. 


2, Among the Soviet citizens in Shanghai who are aiso going to Hanchurie are the 
following: Borodin's brother, ‘a chemical engineer; I. I. Dreri, Torgpredstre 
aployes; Rudakov, an engineer vho ig chairman of the Executive Committee of the 
Shanghai Soviet Citizens’ Association. These people will probably be sent to 
Ghabarivek (ele) (7? Khabarovak?) to attend special courses before proceading te 
Menchuria..
